Put.afl thefe Things together, and Jet 
any Man tell me, if it is not much better for 
a Tradefman, that his Perfon be liable to 
an Arreft in mean Procefs, and his Goods 


~ remain free till after Judgment; or that his 


Goods or Effeéts fhould_be liable in mean 
Procefs, and his Perfon remain free till Judge 
ment, for it is no longer free in Scotland. 

Having therefore gone thus far, and 
granted the Neceffity as well as Advantage 
of arrefting and imprifoning the Perfon of 
a Debtor in mean Procefs, ce 1 doubt 
not, our hot and mercilefs Creditors will 
think themfelves juftify’d from hence in all 
their Extremes of Arrefts, Executions, Sta- 
tutes, Dead-Warrants, and implacable Pro- 
fecutions, which is the Grievance of this 
Nation. 

But with the Help of fome Patience the 
may fee themfelves deceiv’d in that Cafe 
too— It is evident, thet che true Intent 
of the Law, in putting the Liberty of the 
Debtor into the Power of the Creditor, is 


‘to force him by that Severity to ftrain all 


the Strings of his Capacity, a well bis own 
as that of bu Friends, to bring himfelf out 
by paying or fecuring the Debr. 

When the Man’s Diftrefles appear to be 
come to that Height, that he can neither by 
himfelf or by his Friends raife any Thing, or 
any Thing fufficient, to pay his Debts ; then 
comes in the Scripture Query, which nota
